If the 'referendum favors Municipal Ownership the city must 


start a suit in the Circuit Court and show the necessity for purchasing 
the railway property. If the jury finds for the city, the Railroad Com- 
mission is notified of the fact and proceeds to make a valuation of 
the property. The Commission's engineers first have to make a phy- 
sical inventory of all the property of the Railway Company. The 
Commission then holds public hearings and after a careful consideration of all the elements 
entering into the value of the property renders a decision setting fgrth the value. 
If the 


city or the company is not satisfied with the findings of the. Commission, either may appeal 
to the courts for final determination.

The courts may render a decision or may first return the case to the Commission 


for further investigation. 
When the price is finally fixed by the courts, the City must provide 


the cash to pay for the property.

Mr. Madison Taxpayer, have you ever given consideration 


to the INDIRECT taxes you have had to pay to public utilties 
PRIVATELY OWNED in this city? 


Abont fifteen years ago a Wall street concern bought the 


local gas and electric company. How much money, did they 
ACTUALLY pot into it? They bought it for §240,000 and 
turned around and bonded the property for $300,000. They put 
.nothing into the company. During all these years a good divi- 
dend has been paid to Wall street and today the property is val- 
• ued at $2,500,000. And the people of Madison ate asked to pay
